The Nanonal Park Service (NPS) George
Washington Memonal Parkway (GWMP) is
in the process of developing the Site Devel-
opment Plan (SDP) for the Fort Hune Park
Site, a park along the GWMP in Fairfax
County, Virgima. In accordance with the
National Ervironmental Policy Act {(NEPA)
and the Nanonal Historic Preservation Act
(NHPA), and other applicable laws, regula-
tions, and policies, the NPS is instiating
work on an Environmental Assessment and
Assessment of Effects (EA/A0E) ro evalu-
ate the potennal impacts of the proposed
project ro the natural, cultural, and human
IWironments.

Project Background

Fort Hune Park is a wo5-acre national park
located along the Potomac Rver in Faimrfax
Couney, Virginia. The park has a diverse
history due to its close proximity to Wash-
ington, DC. Fort Hunt Park has been the
scene of a constantly shifting panorama of
people and activities that mirror the major
social and political trends of the first half of

this century. Durnng its relatively shorre life-
rme, the park has seen service as George
Washington's farm; a coastal defense fore;
an Armvy finance school; a supply depot; a
brigade headquarters, a Reserve Officers
ITaining Corps (ROTC) training camp; a
hospital for indigent Bonus Marchers; a (-
vilian Conservation Corps {CCC) camp: an
NPS exhibits lab; a monitonng stanion for
the Armv Signal Corps; a top secret inter-
rogation cenrer for W'WI1I German prison-
ers of war; and a film storage vault for the
Nanonal Archves (see tmeline above).

Purpose and Need

I'he purpose of the Fort Hunt Park Site
Development Plan is to 1dentify an overall
direction for park management by clearly
defining specific resource conditions

and the desired visitor expenence to be
achseved at the park. The objectives of the
Site Development Plan are to:

enhance the park’s visitor expenence and
manage use,

« idennfv wavs to further protect the park’s
cultural and natural resources, and

« determine infrastructure and facilities
needs for increased park operational
efficiency and safetv.

The purpose will be accomplished through
the development of appropriate visitor
media, facilines, and services. Also, current
and future facilities ar Fort Hunr Park will
be planned in such a manner that balances
recreational actvines with resource protec-
non and educanonal’research actovities.

The Site Development Plan 1s needed be-
cause of an increase in park visitation, caus-
Ing competing park uses; educanon and
interprerve materials only tell a pornon of
the site’s history and former uses; recent
new discovery of the site historv; changing
park uses; and aging infrastructure.
